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A TALE FROM ARIZONA. 


The railroad speculations, in connec- 
tion with the projected Arizona Cen- 
tral Railroad, which we reproduce on | 
the third page from a New York 
Tribune correspondent, are printed in 
the Times for what they are worth— 
for the sake of the gossip—not because. 
we believe there is any danger of the

The 
Arizona Citizen, commenting upon the 
correspondence, says: ‘We had sup- 
posed that it was the intention of this 
company to build ites road di- 
rect from this. city [Tucson via 
Florence and Phenix. The road 


would then pass through some 
of the finest and richest portions of 


the Territory, and would certainly have 
a local business which the Southern 
Pacific, from this city to Colton, does 
not and cannot have; but it is hardly 
probable that the Southern Pacific 
would take up its track, fora large 
business is building up south of its 
_ line.”. When it is reflected that this 
Arizona Central scheme is still in your 
mind’s eye, Horatio, we think our 
people will hardly go into a panic 
over the alleged prospect of track-lift- 
ing between Los Angeles and Arizona. 


THE REAL FATHER OF THE OVER- 
LAND RAILROAD IDEA. 


The world has supposed for many 
years that to Thomas H. Benton be- 
longed the honor of first suggesting 
the idea of a transcontinental railway 
for America. But history has stepped 
to the front’ and shown the 1dea to be 
an idle fallacy, and that the scheme 
was first broached by Asa Whitney, 
‘formerly a New York merchant of 
great wealth, but who in the great fire 
in New York jn 1835 lost the bulk of 
his property, and scon afterward went 
to China, from thence to England and 
other parts of Europe. During this 
journey he made a careful study of the 
problem of transportation, and 
the commercial relations of the 
United States to the countries of the 
Old World, and while returning across 
the Atlantic he evolved ‘the scheme of 
a great national railway from Lake 
Michigan to the Pacific. He saw our 
doors opened by this means to the 
commerce of Asia, and foresaw, also, 
the settlement, through the construc: 
tion of such aroad, of our vast inland 
territory. With such results in view 
he up a memorial to Congress, 
which was referred to the Committee on 
Public Lands; but Whitney never suc- 
ceeded in scuring a report from. the 
committee on the subject. Benton, as 
was shown,by a paper. read before a 
_ late meeting of the State Historical 
Society of Missouri, opposed the pro- 
ject, even after a convention had been 
called at St. Louis for its considera- 
tion; and it is only at this late day, 
years since the father of the project 
‘was laid in his humble, unnoticed 
grave near the banks of the Potomac, 
that Justice steps forward and lays 
on that grave the tribute of deserved 
recognition, and seeks to award to Asa 
Whitney the fame that he deserves as 
the father of the Pacific railroad. 


THE great New York publishers, 
Harper & Brothers, have purchased a 
building site for a branch houseein 
Cincinnati. This, for a conservative 
house like the Harpers, which hss 
been established in New York for half 
a century, is a significant enterprise; 
the removal means much. It proves 
conclusively that the Harpers recog- 
nize the potency of the mighty march 
of empire, which has made of the Mis- 
sippi Valley a great center of wealth, 
population, intelligence and enterprise.

SIMPLICITY IN FOOD. 


How Much Should we Eat? 
How, asks Dr. Nichols in the Food 
Reform Magazine, are we to get at 
the proper quantity of food? Ani 
mals living in a state of nature do not 


over-eat themselves... They stop eat- 
ing when ‘they have got enough. 
There ame no prize cattle on the 
prairies. It is the stalled ox, and the 
pig in his pen, deprived of exercise, 
that can be fattened into a diseased 
obesity. Horses escape this process 
because men do not to any great extent 
Knowingly devour them. The hunter 
and racer are not over-fed. All ani- 
mals expected to do their work are 
carefully fed as to quality and quan. 
tity. If human beings were fed as 
wisely, they would be as healthy. 

There aregsome good rules for feed- 
ing as to quantity. When our food is 
simple and natural in kind and quali- 
ty and mode of preparation, there is 
little danger of eating too much. 
There is little danger, for example, of 
eating too many grapes, apples, pears 
and bananas. Salt, sugar, spices and 
luxurious cookery tempt to excess. 
With men, as with animals, a natural 
diet is self-limiting, and we are dis- 
posed to stop when: we have got 
enough. The more artificial the food, 
the more elaborate and luxurious the 
feast; the more the liability to over- 
load the stomach, overtax the digestive 
power, and overweight the forces of 
life. Simplicity of food is a condition 
of health, and promotes longevity.
